THE SCHWAB POLICY. 
Charles M. Schwab, now in charge 
of our big shipbuilding job, isn’t 
trying to discredit his predecessors.

I NATIONAL ANTHEM 


(By tile A nodtM Frew) 
Washington, May I.—After nearly 
a century and a half of delay the 
United States seems about to ac­ 
quire a national anthem. 
“The 
Star 
Spangled 
Banner/* 
would be adopted as the officially 
recognised hymn of the republic un­ 
der a resolution by Representative 
McFadden of Pennsylvania, now pend 
lug In the House. Little, if any, op­ 
position is expected.. 
Army and navy regulations long 
have designated the “Star Spangled 
Banner** as the official anthem and 
provide that officers and men shall 
stand at attention while it is being 
played or sung, but the country at 
large has been left to its own tastes 
in the matter of selecting an appro­ 
priate hymn for patriotic occasions. 
Thus “The Star Spangled Banner** 
has been widely accepted by the Am­ 
erican public aa the representative 
hymn of the nation and patriotic so­ 
cieties for many years have been agi­ 
tating for its official adoption. 
Every land has a national anthem 
identified inseparably with its 
fife. 
The sonorous strains of the Marseil­ 
laise breathe the indomitable spirit, 
the achievements and the aspirations 
of France. While going down in ves­ 
sels, England's sons have sung “God 
Save the King." or “Rule Brittania." 
and even the iron hand of Germany 
in Belgium has been unable to silence 
entirely the melody of “Brabancon- 
ne.“ Italians sing Garibaldi's hymn* 
while the Irish and Scotch have a 
veritable treasure trove of stirring 
war songs. 
Attempts to find a suitable nation­ 
al air for the United States have not 
been few. Hundreds, perhaps thou­ 
sands, of melodies have been written 
in an effort to meet the demand. Yet, 
the inspired lines written by Francis 
Scott Key while a prisoner on board 
a British frigate, he watched the un­ 
successful bombardment of Fort Mc­ 
Henry, near Baltimore, in 1814, are 
widely regarded as nearer than any 
other to meeting the appeal. 
“America" has a powerful hold on 
the people of this country, but it is 
considered by many unsuitable for of­ 
ficial recognition because its melody 
is identical with that of England’s 
“God 
Save the Icing." 
Yankee 
Doodle, although sung through all 
the nation’s wars, is thought too 
light, and in the South, at least, is 
unfortunately believed to carry a note 
of sectionalism.. 
The majestic “Battle Hymn of the 
Republic" 
musicians 
claim, 
falls 
short of the standard, while "The 
Red. White and Blue," “Rally Round 
the Flag" and others also are said to 
be unsuitable. “Dixie," although car­ 
rying a powerful emotional appeal is 
acknowledged to be peculiarly the 
song the South.

Germany does not send 
back those who can be made to per­ 
form service that will more than re­ 
pay the trifling cost of feeding them 
the coarse and meager food they re­ 
ceive. 
"I have never seen such a pathetic 
sight as were those unfortunate peo­ 
ple, many diseased and dying, all vir­ 
tually broken in health and spirits 
and with a hopeless, dejected look 
upon their faces. 
“All had been doing the hardest 
kind of labor, even the little chil­ 
dren not escaping. Evain is a beauti­ 
ful place and the contrast between 
the natural beauty and the pathetic 
appearance of 
the strangers was 
startling. The repatriates were met 
at the railroad station by residents 
of Evain and by Red Cross workers. 
No relatives or friends were there 
because no one knew when a train­ 
load would arrive or who the arriv­ 
als would be. 
"The arrivals were taken directly 
from the station to the Casino or ball 
room where a meal was served to 
them. 
It was the first good meal 
they had eaten since they fell into 
the hands of the Germans, and they 
ate the first white bread they had 
eaten in three or four years. The ex­ 
pression of surprise on their faces 
when they saw the appetizing food 
was pathetic. 
"I sat in the gallery where I could 
watch the entire scenes One woman 
with two pale children, their faces 
white and drawn, got seats at the 
table and large slices of 
^ a d 
were placed before them, 
picked up a slice of breau 
erently kissel it before taking a bite. 
When the child had eaten the first 
slice of bread and a second slice was 
offered the little one said: ’No! No! 
Madmoi8elle, I have had my piece. 
"It was almost impossible to make 
the little one believe that she could 
have all she wanted, that she was 
again, not in the land of plenty per­ 
haps, but certainly out of the land 
of famine." 
Major Simmons expresses the opin­ 
ion that the United States will have 
to send at least 3,000,000 men to Eu­ 
rope before the war is won and that 
victory will come only when so many 
Germans have been killed that the 
survivors will be unable to continue 
to supply victims for the slaughter. 
The sending of such a great num­ 
ber of men from the United States 
will mean a tremendous increase In 
the work the Red Cross will have to 
do. 
Already the organisation 
is 
furnishing supplies to 3500 hospitals 
in France and as more U. S. troops 
reach France the number of hospit­ 
als will have to be increased. 
Army men told Major Simmons 
that more hospitals will be needed in 
France then are now in use in the en­ 
tire United States.

OUTPUT OF* SHIPS 
GROWING STEADILY 
Washington. May I.— A total out­ 
put of 240,000 tons of new shipping 
for the month of April was reported 
to the Shipping Board by Commis­ 
sioner of Navigation Chamberlain. 
Two-thirds of the tonnage was con­ 
structed in the last half of the month. 
At that rate the output for the yddr 
would approximate 3,000,000 tons, 
but Shipping Boatel officials are look­ 
ing forward to much higher monthly 
totals as building gets under way. 
The best previous month’s construc­ 
tion was in June of last year, when 
228,154 tons were built. T he.total 
in March was 166,700 tons. 
The Shipping Board’s own figures 
on April construction will not be an­ 
nounced until complete reports have 
been 
received 
from 
allshipyards. 
Those from Pacifific Coast yards may 
not be at hand before the middle of 
next week. 
“To the la ymind unaccustomed to 
shipbuilding figures,” said a state­ 
ment by the board making public Mr. 
Chamberland’s report, “this total of 
240,000 tons may not seem very im­ 
pressive. But it means that during 
the twenty-six working days in the 
month there were turned out on an 
average of 9,000 tons of ship con­ 
struction a day.”

Summarizing the situation in Bel­ 
gium, Father De Ville said: 
“Belgium before the war was the 
most prosperous little country in the 
world today it is the poorest. Ail in­ 
dustries are closed because Germany 
has used all the machinery for mu­ 
nitions. Fines amounting to $2,700,- 
000,000 have been assessed upon and 
paid by the Belgians. 
“Disease is rampant throughout 
throughout Belgium. Arterio sclero­ 
sis and ganglionic tuberculosis in de­ 
vastating the population. 
All 
per­ 
sons possessing good health are de­ 
ported or put into menial service. 
‘'Two factors sustain the people, 
the 
publication 
‘Libre 
Belgique/ 
which appears in spite of the German 
savagery and the spirit of Cardinal 
Merrier, who defies the invaders and 
is known as the leader of the peo­ 
ple. 
“The country is divided into three 
parts each with a different form of 
government, administered by the iron 
rule of Germany/* 
Previous to 1914 Father de Ville 
was attached to the Catholic Coloni­ 
zation Society of Chicago. When the 
war broke out hennas sent to Bel­ 
gium by the Belgian-American Al­ 
liance to administer aid to Belgians 
having relatives in the United States. 
In two years, he succeeded in remov­ 
ing 1,500 Belgian refugees to this 
country. 
At the time, of the United 
States declaration of war he was ex­ 
pelled by the Germans and returned 
to this country.
